A focal issue in the behavioral science-religion theme that 
much suffers from oversimplifications here at BYU is that of 
the role of psycholtherapy in Mormon culture. 

In 1484, when Europe was otherwise beginning to shake 
off the effects of the middle ages, Johann Sprenge and 
Heinrich Kraemer, Dominican Monks, were commissioned by 
Pope Innocent VIII to investigate and deal with the 
phenomenon of demonic possession. Their work produced 
Malleus Maleficarum (The Witch’s Hammer). This book 
became the authoritative source for diagnosing and dealing 
with forms of demonic possession. It kindled three hundred 
years of torture and death for countless individuals. We 
would do well to decide once and for all whose minds were 
darkened by the devil, those who were burned or those who 
did the burining, for there is evidence we are still operating 
under some of the misconceptions and superstitions 
symbolized by The Witch’s Hammer. It seems as if we would 
still exact punishment for abnormatlity, though the 
punishment takes different forms today than it did then. 

One day some months ago I met a good friend, whom I shall 
call Cathy, during a class break. It was obvious from the 
tone ot her voice and the expression on her face that 
something was upsetting her. She told me she needed 
someone to talk to. She began to cry and asked, “Why 
should something I can’t control be hurting me so?” She told 
me that she was suffering from a psychosomatic illness. Her 
condition was very painful and was causing her extreme 
discomfort as well as interrupting her busy work and study 
schedule. é 

She was seeing a doctor and receiving medication, but her 
condition, which she had had for some time, was not 
showing any improvement. ‘How could it?” she sobbed, 
“It’s all in my head!’’ I asked why she hadn’t gone to the 
Personal Development Center. At this point she became very 
upset as she sobbed, “I can’t go there and admit Pm a 
failure! I don’t want people to think I’m some kind of crazy 
neurotic!”’ I tried to convince her that she was neither of 
those things because of the effects of an illness. 

After some persuasion, she did decide to go to, the Personal 
Development Center where she was immediately seen by a 
female counselor. She is now much more at ease about it. 
She no longer feels the overpowering guilt she felt before. 

Cathy’s reaction is probably a common one. Most BYU 
students would feel some tinge of guilt if compelled to seek 
help at the Counseling Center. Our society. and especially 
our subculture, has been taught to fear the prospect of being 
mentally different. That fear and stigmatization are the 
remains of former superstitions we can do without. There is 
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Thoughts and afterthoughts 


no stigma attached to a skier’s broken leg. Isn’t it time to 
evaluate the way we behave toward injured minds, especially 
our own? 


Branch Presidents 

In response to a psychology class assignment last winter I 
investigated the kinds of couseling a depressed or suicidal 
student at BYU might encounter. I visited the Personal 
Development Center, BYU’s Psychology clinic, and ten 
branch presidents and bishops. I questioned those 
interviewed on how they would deal with a severely 
depressed student and how they felt the professional and 
religious services at BYU might be called upon to work 
together in soving the problem. Of the three professional 
counselors interviewed, two felt that .the relationship 
between the counseling center and religious leaders here was 
too constricted. 

The other one of the three said the role of branch 


- presidents as agents in referring depressed students. was 


inadequate but becoming better. All three felt that there were_ 
misunderstanding on the part of religious leaders as to what 

constitutes a problem requiring professional help. This was 

verified when one of the branch president described most 

student depression as ‘‘self-feeding immaturity and 

overcounseling.” His method for alleviating depression was 

described as ‘‘weaning.”? Another branch president said that 

he would send students to the Personal Development Center 

only under the most extreme circumstances. The majority of 

the branch presidents, on the other hand, said there were | 
circumstances when professional help should be sought, 

circumstances which they had encountered. One branch 

president said that he would welcome regular workshops 

offered by professional personnel here, for he had felt 

frustrated and lost in trying to deal with three suicidally 

depressed students and one homosexual. 

The branch presidents were selected at random, muchas a 
student would select his residence, ignorant of the 
characteristics of the branch and branch leaders he would be 
dealing with. One of those picked was Dr. David Sorenson. 
Dr. Sorenson, as well as serving as a branch president, is a. 
practicing psychologist and serves as Assistant Dean in charge 
of Health-Aid and Personal Development. He pointed out 
that there is a difference between neurotic guilt and moral 
guilt. There are, he said, cases of guilt arising from trauma or

“No matter how I turned it,” said Win of the experience, 
“Bookstore policies seemed more justified the more | 
studied them. I set out to expose the Bookstore; I ended 
up a convert.”’ 

Win’s conclusions are presented on page 8 of this issue. 
The editors hope the story will give the academic 
community information necessary to discuss the issue 
intelligently and-dispassionately.

parental mistreatment which should be dealt with a 
psychological illnesses requiring psychological treatment. He 
was careful to note, however, that the only truly effective 
solution for guilt caused by immorality is the moral solution 


‘requiring confession to the Lord or. to the proper religious . 


authority. He was firm in stating that a real mistake arises 
when an attempt is made to mask guilt from transgression by 
using psychological methods. 

The obverse is equally true: It is a mistake to treat 
problems which arise because of childhood maltreatment as 
moral problems. It is a mistake to consider all cases of 
emotional and mental dysfunction as sin. For example: 
Cathy was punishing herself with feelings of self-blame and 
guilt a “mental” condition. She had stigmatized her mental 
condition in just the way her society expected her to, in just 
the way her society had taught her to. 

Confusion about the role of psychotherapy could result in 
unnecessary pain and suffering and even death for someone 
because of indecision or unwitting mistakes on the part of 
the sufferers of those who are called upon for help. Cathy 
should not be further hurt by our culture’s prejudices or by 
the ambiguity about this issue that exists inour setting. 

Evidently the General Authorities have approved the use of 
tithing and tuition money to pay the salaries of the 
counselors here at BYU and general Church funds to pay 
counselors in the Church’s Social Services program. The 
theory behind their work is approved. Individually, they have 
been subjected to close scrutiny not unlike that required to 


‘receive a temple recommend or a church calling, in addition 


to rigorous professional selection procedures. Their existence 
here is legitimate. When we come to accept their presence 
and the legitimacy of psychotherapy in alleviating pain and 


“suffering, we. will be that much more free of The Witch's

had real ability.” One of the 
most impressive qualities 
about Lindsay, even as an 
advanced broadcasting 
student, said McKinlay 
leaning forward in his chair, 
was that he worked hard and 
didn’t take his assignments 
lightly even though he was 
proficient enough to do so.

Lindsay in his preparation for

We _have forgotten the 
meaning of the American 
revolution, and have thus

witnessed the failure of 
democracy in Africa, in Latin 
America, and thoughout the 
world, wherever we have tried 
to impose Jeffersonian 
mechanisms on peoples 
without traditions of popular 
or republican government. 
Prof. Michael Oakeshott has 
given us the provocative 
image of the rationalist, 
“making politics as the crow 
flies,” and tinkering with 
delicate social growths as he 
would with a V-8 engine. It is 
this Hubris, brilliantly 
described in Fire in the Lake, 
which underlies the errors of 
our strategy in Vietnam. 

Miss Frances Fitzgerald’s 
thesis is that institutionalized 
insensitivity on the part of 
U.S. policy. planners dictated 
the American failure in 
Southeast Asia, and that the 
Viet Minh and the Viet Cong 
won because of their nearness 
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to the soul of the people. 
However, though the author 
does not see it, this sword is 
double-edged... American 
doves never asked the proper 
questions either, assuming 
instead that they were dealing 
with familiar revolutionary 
phenomena. There was 
probably never any 
alternative to authoratarian 
rule in Vietnam. Indeed, as 
Miss Fitzgerald concludes 
after ax stimm ary.--of 
Indochinese history, “the 
Vietnamese were not 
interested in plurality, they 
were interested in unanimity.” 

She relates the story of a 
young professor who, in his 
S-¢,c-om dG lecture. on 
comparative politics, was 
astonished to discover that 
his Vietnamese students had 
memorized large sections of 
their assignment on 
Machiavelli. He commended 
their diligence, and then gave 
them. some readings about 
Montesquieu. “The next. day 


after class the students came. 


to him in open rebellion. 
‘What do you mean?’ they 
asked angrily. “What do you 
mean by teaching us one 
thing one day and one thing 
the next?’ The students could 
not conceive that government 
could: be <a matter of 
opinion.” 

Et se this. mart u al 
inscrutability which hobbled 
U.S. efforts in Vietnam. We 
simply never understood one 
another. : 

While the rulers of the 
south dressed and talked 
much like two-bit American 
politicians, Ho Chi Minh and 
his associates carefully 
cultivated the style of the 
humble Vietnamese farmer, 
adopted the rhetoric of the 
Confucian tradition, and 
based their military strategy 
on the unique village 
structure of Vietnam. On the 
other hand, Miss Fitzgerald 
demonstrates clearly that our 
own technique of moving 
whole villages, neglecting as it 
did the religious significance 
of ancestral land, destroyed 
the patriarchal ethos of the 
Vietnamese peasantry and 
left them without moorings. 
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Saigon, bloated to many 
times its size by refugees 
from the countryside, was 
terrorized by gangs of 
orphans, of both the literal 
and the figurative varieties. 


We recall that it is from 
among these rootless souls. 
that’ Eric Hoffer’s- True 
Believers rise to form mass 
movements, 

Riper ine tne hake is 


undoubtedly one of the most 
powerful and _ perceptive 
books to come-out of the 
Southeast Asian struggle. But 
it is not without flaws. Miss 
Fitzgerald’s remarkable grasp 
of the Asian milieu is not 
matched by a corresponding 
AWoa GEN © S's. -0 toctehs 
philosophical chasm which 
divides communism from 
orthodox western politics — 
without which awareness, the 
Vietnamese war will remain 
forever incomprehensible. 
The author’s sympathy for 
the National Liberation 
Front is.. undisguised. ‘Far 
from being a civil war,” for 
Miss Fitzgerald “the struggle 
of the NLF was an assertion 
of the principle of national 


unity that the Saigon 
government has endorsed and 
betrayed, ..and. they 


provided an example of 
courage and endurance that 
measures with any in modern 
history.” 

She establishes clearly that 
“Americanism” did not fit in 
Vietnam. Of us, she writes, 
“They believe in the future as 
if it were a religion.’ But how 
can she then be full for the 
fallacy that Marxism, an 
ideology which quite literally 
does worship the future, is 
quintessentially Vietnamese? 

Fortunately, we achieved 
“Peace With Honor’ before 
this prophecy could be 
verified. Still, Frances 
Fitzgerald managed to 
achieve a kind of Triple 
Crown in the realm of 
politico-historical journalism. 
taking the Pulitzer Prize, the 
Bancroft Prize for History, 
and the National Book 
Award. My judgment is that, 
with her faults, these honors 
were still richly deserved.

The crowd watches 
the regalia pass by. BYU is 
100 years old today. 

The scene is Founder's 
Day, this Friday, Oct. 10, 
1975. 


Celebration Planned 

A fanfare of activities for 
the. Founder:s Day 
celebration this year have 
been planned to say “Happy 
Birthday to you,” to BYU. 
The day will begin with the 
Founder’s Day March from 
lower campus to the Marriot 
Center at 8 a.m. Marching 
will be the Prophet and 
general authorities; the 
president and the board, and 
representatives from every 
College -on campus 
interspersed with bands. 

At 9:30 ..an even more 
colorful crowd will assemble 
for the Academis Procession 
to the Marriot Center. 
Included in that march will 
be in addition to the 


Prophet to speak 
The procession will end in 
the Marriot Center where 
President Spencer W. Kimball 
will give the Founder’s Day 
address to the student body, 
and visitors. 


After the Founders Day 
assembly, the Prophet will 
play the first music on the 


newly erected carillon to 
herald the beginning of the 
second hundred years. 

The first hundered years of 
BYU began in 1875 when the 
first class of 32 students was 
called BYU Academy, but 
Founder’s Day - celebrations 
did not begin until 1891. 


1891 A First 
At that time the Opera 
House Silver Band led the 
student-faculty procession 
from the academy to the 
Provo meeting house to 
commence the first annual 


celebration. Following 
eloquent speeches and 
musical renditions, the 


students gathered for the 
19th century version of an 
all-you- can-eat banquet. For 
25 cents every student ate his 
fill of the fruits he liked best. 

To end the day the eager 
young ladies were dazzled by 
their escorts at the Academy 
Ball until the dorm pumpkin 
hour at 10 a.m. 

Part of a letter appearing in 


the student paper following 


the 1901 Founders Day 
Dance paints a picture of 
what took place in those 
early year celebrations. 
““From side to side they 
wobble, twisting, bending, 
contorting, writhing, and 
perspiring with ears touching 
and chins over each other’s 
shoulders, until the music 
sickens and stops; then they 
prance to a seat and puff out 
thanks.” 

Students and faculty 
marched in a two mile trek 
around Provo to begin the 
festivities. Those students 
who went to a 10 cent movie 
or took a stroll through 
“Bridal Path” in the evening 
without making an 
appearance at the ball missed 
a rare occasion. 


The fashions of the day 
Coal scuttle hats and hide 
bound shirts were in high 
fashion in 1911. They did not

please the fancy of Pres. 
Smith (the prophet), 
however, as he informed the 
young ladies in his Founder’s 
Day address. The, services 
continued more than three 
hours. In the words of the 
writer in the student 
newspaper, all that was 
lacking was a: Joshua to 
command the clock to stand 
still while additional numbers 
were rendered. 

In 1918, after a full day of 
honoring the founders, 
students were rewarded at the 
annual ball. One delighted 
upperclassman reported, “It 
was a darn good dance. Punch 
and conversation flowed 
freely. sOur’ social prospects 
for the year are positively

Conference, stadium and 
school records were broken 
Friday as Quarterback 
Gifford Nielsen led the 
Cougars to their first football 
victory of the season, 16-15 
over the New Mexico Lobos. 

Nielsen, the star of BYU’s 
victory, entered the game 
with only 4:18 remaining in 
the third quarter. With the 
ball resting on the 33, he hit 
split-end Jeff Nilsson for 19 
and then made six on a 
keeper around the right side. 

BYU then received five free 
yards on a Lobo offsides 
penalty, after which Nielsen 
hit Dave Lowry down the 
right side on a 37 yard TD 
pass. The drive went for 67 
yards in three plays to put 
BYU on the scoreboard. 

Nielsen continued to lead 
the Cougars and ended up 
with a conference, stadium 
and school passing-percentage 
record by completing 10 of 
12 passes for 148 yards. 

In the first half, a sharp 
New Mexico team scored on 
its beginning drive of 80 
yards in six plays, and 
converted to lead the Cougars 
7-0. : 

The Lobo’s took a 9-0 lead 
as a high snap from center 
Orrin Olsen went over punter 
Dave Lowry’s head and in 
and out of the end zone for a 
safety. Eleven seconds into 
the second quarter, the 
Lobo’s Bob Berg kicked a 
second successful field goal 
from the 27 yard line. 

Half time score was 12-0 
for New Mexico. 

Neither team was able to 
generate much action in the 
third quarter until the 
Cougars replaced Jeff Duva at 
quarterback with sophomore 
Gifford Nielsen. Nielsen fired 
the offense leading the team 
67 yards in three plays, and 
scoring on a 37 yard pass 
from Nielsen to tailback Dave 
Lowry. Dave Taylor’s extra 
point attempt was good. 

New. Mexico was not 
through scoring, however. In 
the next series the Lobos 
took the Cougar kick-off on 
their own 16 yard line and 
moved to the Cougar 13 at 
the start of the fourth 
quarter. Bob Berg, ace Lobo 
kicker, booted a 30-yard field 
goal to give the Lobos their 
final score of the game. 

After Berg’s goal, the 
Cougars, again with Nielsen at 
the helm, galloped 80 yards

Store history 


The Bookstore first started 
around 1922 -on lower 
campus to provide the 
students and faculty a source 
of books and supplies. The 
main body of the Bookstore 
moved into a quonset hut 
south of the Harold R. Clark 
Building until that building 
was completed. 

Glenna Hill, currently a 
tradebook buyer, was 
previously with the outlet on 
lower campus. She says it 
dealt mainly with books, 
supplies, and candy. It 
consisted of only one 
second-story room and was 
“full of mice.” 


Bing Elliot, worked at the | 


Bookstore when it was in the 
Clark Building. “‘It was just 
terribly crowded,’ she 
moans. ‘‘Our last semester 
break over there at Christmas 
time, we had to sell books 
outside, under the awning. 
We dropped canvas down 
while it snowed and rained.’ 
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into the Wilkinson Center in ae. 
1964, it has grown from a 
staff of 30 to over 350—57 
full-time workers and about 
190 students. 

One of the newest up-dates 
in the Bookstore is the 
electronic register system. 
This system, Utley proudly 
explains, is equipped with 
two collectors, each of which 
receives information from as 
many as 16 registers at once 
and then=-stores; ait. om 
magnetic tapes. The tapes are 
then run on the university’s 
IBM 360 computer, which 
tabulates the information and 
prints it out. 

The registers currently 
colbect* only ~pitice; 
classtiication-coge. 
department, and, for books, 
the International Standard 
Book Number (ISBN). 
Officials hope to use the 
ISBN in the future to run a 
perpetual inventory of the 
books. Other information can 
similarly be used to keep 
inventory of items in the 
store.

It has some of the 
highest prices in town,” 
fervently affirms Clifford 
Cox, a sophomore from 
Colorado. 

Vig the Bookstore is 
privately owned, it is unfair 
to have it on campus enjoying 
such a monopoly-type 


status,” indignantly declares 
Mona Sayers, a senior from 
Missouri. 


Darrell Ross, a senior from 
Louisiana, protests, ‘““With as 
many textbooks as the 
Bookstore sells, it could 
afford to give us students a 
ten-per cent discount on 
them. Faculty and their 
families get ten per cent off;

_ Do these comments sound 
familiar? They, or others 
similar, are heard almost daily 
in student conversations. 
How many of these criticisms 
are true? What is the real 
story behind the BYU 
Bookstore? 


Let’s start with some basic 
facts: 

Ben E. Lewis, executive 
vice president of BYU and 
chairman of the board of 
directors of BYU Bookstore, 
leans back in his chair in his 
modern office on the 
top-level floor of the Smoot 
Administration Building and 
states, “The Bookstore is not 
privately owned; it is entirely 
owned and operated by the 
university. Any net'income of 
the Bookstore is used for the 
benefit of the university as a 
whole.” 


University-owned 


Although owned by the 
university, the Bookstore is 
ex pected: to. be. xa 
self-contained unit, as are the 
other university auxiliary 
services, such as BYU Food 
Services and BYU Press. In 
the words of its director, 
Roger Utley, “‘We are 
Struct £.é.d= tf 0, “be a 
self-sustaining department, 
which means we pay our own 
expenses and generate our 
own income.” 

In his functional and 
sparesely furnished office in 
the Bookstore, Utley tries 
between phone calls to 
outline the organization of 
the Bookstore. To operate in 
the black, Bookstore officials 
set prices high enough to 
cover ongoing expenses such 
as rent, utilities, and salaries. 
They try to have sufficient 
funds left over for capital 
expenditures (such as

improvement and 
maintenance of the store) and 
to turn some over to the 
university; such funds, 
generated by the Bookstore 
over the years, were used by 
the university to build the 
new Bookstore addition. 

Critics of the Bookstore, 
who wish to remain 
anonymous, tend to disagree 
that the Bookstore is soundly 
operated. They feel the 
facilities are too extensive for 
the needs of the Bookstore, 
serving mainly as a showcase 
to impress visitors to the 
campus. They also maintain 
tiat =tiesB oo kstore 
intentionally sets its prices 
high to avoid competing with 
the local merchants, lest the 
merchants stir up bad feelings 
against the university. 

Back in his office, President 
Lewis comes to grips with 
both of these accusations. 
Although he believes the 
Bookstore to be attractive 
and pleasant, he feels it 
provides a real service at a 
competitive price.

Most students take this idea 
with a grain of salt. To check 
it out, Monday Magazine 
made a spot price check ona 
few items picked at random 
throughout the’ Bookstore.

It seems low-price, 
high-volume items are 
competitive with other stores, 
while low-volume, high-price 
luxury items often show 
higher prices than other 
stores. Since the high-volume 
articles represent the daily 
student needs, while 
low-volume items are often 
for convenience or luxury, 
prices seem to be consistent 
with Bookstore guidelines. 

Because of the specialized 
needs of students and the 
main purpose of being a 
bookstore, BYU Bookstore 
has an interesting sales 
pattern. “We probably do 
some 35 to 40 per cent of our 
total annual volume in the 
first week to ten days in each 
semester,’ Utley estimates. 
Textbooks account for about 
50 per cent of store volume, 
and general books account 
for about another 20 per 
cent. = 

If you are selling so many 
books, ask the critics, why 
don’t you sell them to the 
students for less than the list 
price? Why not give up some 
of your excess profits and 
give the students a break? 

The answer, explains Utley 
patiently, is one of business 
and economics. “The pricing 
policy on, textbooks is a 
rather fixed policy 
throughout the country. 
Publishers do establish a retail 
price, and they expect all 
stores to sell at that same 
price.”’ Publishers are able to 
control the price because 
they give the retailer only a 
20-per cent discount to work

on. The retailer must also pay 
freight costs and operating 
costs, so he can’t afford to 
sell textbooks for less than 
their suggested prices. 

In: the case of BYU 
Bookstore, it buys a textbook 
with a markup of 20 cents on 
the dollar. Freight costs have 
averaged 3 cents on the 
dollar, and store overhead 
takes up 22 or 23 cents per 
dollar. ““That means we are 
losing about 5 or 6 cents per 
dollar on every textbook we 
sell. That is one reason 
bookstores throughout the 


many things other than 
textbooks: they are able to 
get a better markup that 
helps them compensate for 
Witat they Lose, on 
textbooks.” 

Sam Weller and Calrence 
Wanke, at Zion Bookstore in 
Salt Lake City, run one of the 
best-stocked and most 
successful bookstores in 
Utah. Both men, with some 
40 years experience in 
bookstores, agree the 
Bookstore cannot be

compared to regular 
commercial bookstores 
because of the special 
problems it faces. Although 
these men and the Bookstore 
are competitors with “no love 
lost”, they tell essentially the 
same cost procedure for 
textbooks=- Other 
problems—such as keeping 
texts on hand, returning 
unsold texts to the publisher, 
and trying to determine the 
quantity of books needed for 
each class—plague college 
bookstores, laments Wanke, 
who had previously been in 
independent college 
bookstore administration for 


15 years. 


Utley = is: also. well 
acquainted with the problems 
in supplying textbooks for 


ee 
teachers’ estimates, and 
historical information on the 
individual classes. It then 
combines all this information 
and tries to determine how 
many people will be 
registered for each class. 

The main problem 
confronting it is the shift in 
registration. Last year, even 
with pre-registration 
estimates, there was almost 
50-per cent change in classes. 
“There’s no way to predict 
who’s going to take what 
class,’ groans Utley. 

After the beginning of each 
semester rush, about 30 to 35 
per cent of the textbooks are 
left. “In other words, we’re 
supplying 130 per cent of the 
anticipated needs, and even 
then we’re not able to cover 
all the. classes.”

studied. The number of 
required titles was counted, 
as was the number of those 
which did not have at least 
one copy in stock. Since this 
was done four or five days 
into the semester, the main 
rush on books was slowing 
down. Of 480 required 
books, 107 (22 per cent) 
were out of stock. Of those 
still in stock, there was often 
a fairly large quantity left. 
This surplus of books poses 


a problem for the Bookstore. 


Officials first consult with the 
professors. to-see which texts 
will be used again the next 
semester. They keep the 
overstock of these: and try to 
return the others to the 
publishers... T-his<is 
challenging, since each 
publisher has his own return 
policy. Some will permit the 
return of only ten per cent of 
the order, while others will 
permit up to 100 per cent to 
be returned.

They feel 60 per cent is t 
low for books that will be 
used and that 40 per cent for 
others is near robbery. 

Wanke throws light on why 
this occurs. Experience has 
shown that companies cannot 
afford to pay more than 40 
per cent for books, pay for 
transporation and _ paper 
work, not sell large quantities 
of them, and still come out 
ahead. Even when a book is 
to be used the next semester, 
there is a possibilityof the class 
being cancelled or the text 
being changed, and then the 
buyer would be left with the 
losses. 

Wanke also maintains that 
the Bookstore should not 
really be giving 60 per cent. 
He says 50 per. cent is the 


national standard. Since the 


Bookstore is giving 60 per 
cent, this probably adds to 
operating expenses. This cuts 
profits but helps the students. 

Giving the students a break 
on book buy-back is not the 
only way the Bookstore is 
helping students. It employs
